Mills Study Committee fires 
traffic consultant 


Decision follows charges of conflicts of interest made by Wilmington Selectwoman Sullivan

TEWKSBURY - The Mills 
Study Committee has fired the 
traffic engineer who served as 
the town’s consultant on mat- 
ters pertaining to the potential 
development of a mall and a 
Route 93 Interchange in South 
‘Tewksbury. A conflict of inter- 
est has been cited as the rea- 
son, 

Paul Hajec, the President of 
Hajec Associates, was contract- 
ed by the Mills Study 


Committee to conduct a review 
of the 5 design alternatives for 
the proposed Interstate 93 
interchange. He had appeared 
before the committee on multi- 
ple occasions and had _per- 
formed work in various pro- 
jects on behalf of the Town of 
Tewksbury during the course of 
several years. 

Hajec reported on January 13 
that his preliminary findings 
pointed towards the Loop 
Interchange as the most favor- 


eee eer 
able for the town of Tewksbury. 

“I have come to an opinion 
that I don’t believe will be 
changed,” Hajec said on 
January 13. 

Unbeknownst to the Mills 
Study Committee, Hajec had 
also recently appeared before 
the Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen with a representa- 
tive from the Merrimack Valley 
Economic Development 
Council (MVEDC) to offer his 
endorsement of the so-called 


Loop Interchange proposed by 
the Mills Corporation. 

“There was definitely a con 
flict of interests there,” said 
Raymond Shaw, the Chairman 
of the Mills Study Committee. 
“The committee was not aware 
that he appeared before the 
Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen.” 

Shaw's committee became 
aware of the situation, courtesy 
of Wilmington Selectwoman 
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Pier to be completed by June 30 


After some re-tooling, project goes back out to bid

WILMINGTON - Those’ in 
town who like to fish can rest 
assured that they will be cast- 
ing their lines into Silver Lake 
from a new pier this summer. 

Rocco’s Fishing Pier is sched- 
uled to be completed at the lake 
by June 30. The pier, which will 


be dedicated to Rocco 
DePasquale, a beloved 
Wilmington resident whose 


favorite spot in town was Silver 
Lake, was sent back to the 
drawing board last fall when 


. two bids for the project far 


exeeeded the $100,000 allotted 
for the construction. 

According to Doug Cameron, 
the Assistant Director for the 
Public Access Board of the 
Department of Fisheries, 


Wildlife and Environmental 
Enforcement, the pier has been 
redesigned in. order to reduce 
costs. 

The changes in the design are 
solely related to construction. 
In the original design for the 
pier, a coffer dam was to be 
built to surround construction 
in the water, so that crews 
could work under dry condi- 
tions. Now, with the new 
design, much of the construc- 
tion of the pier will take place 
on land, with the final result 
being placed into the water. 

“The pier won't look any dif- 
ferent when all is said and 
done,” Cameron assures. 

If all goes according to plans, 
bids for the construction of the 
pier will be made by Thursday, 


February 12. From there, the 
project will be awarded to the 
successful bidder, who will sign 
a contract and act on a notice 
to proceed 

The project first went out to 
bid last September. Cameron 
reported to the town in early 
November that only two bids 
had been made, the lowest of 
which came in at approximate- 
ly $172,000. The Public Access 
Board instructed its consultant 
to look at alternative designs 
for the pier, in order to bring 
the price for the project within 
the appropriated amount of 
$100,000. 

Once built, the pier will 
posthumously realize 
DePasquale’s dream to have a 
handicapped fishing pier at 


Bob Shepard, a choir 
director with good chemistry 


The following article, which was written by Town Crier founder Capt. Larz Neilson, first appeared in the edition of the 
Wilmington Crisader that was published on March 31, 1954. It has been retrieved and prepared by Larz F. Neilson as the 
latest submission of the Town Crier series that looks back to the Wilmington of yesteryear. 


WILMINGTON - The oldest 
musieal organization in the 
‘Town of Wilmington is the choir 
of the Congregational Church. 
When the church was founded 
in 1733, there were 17 members, 
all men, according to the 
ancient records. Whether or not 
any of these men were in the 
choir is not known, but provi- 
sions were immediately made 
for a choir, and when the first 
church building was built, there 
was‘a choir loft, facing the pul- 


pit. 

The first church was shaped, 
as Congregational churches 
were in that day, so as to 
resemble a barn. It stood in 
front of the old cemetery, and 


the driveway of the present 
church was the highway, which 
passed in front of the original 
building. The building was 
painted yellow and ran parallel 
to the road, with the pulpit fac- 
ing the road. The church, as 
was the custom of those days, 
seated the ladies on the right 
side, and the men on the left. 
On each side of the pulpit were 
special pews for the deacons, 
for the selectmen, and one for 
Samuel Dummer, Esq., the 
most prominent man of 
Wilmington and its first moder- 
ator. Mr. Dummer was the 
brother of the governor and had 
a large house near the present 
corner of Salem and Woburn 


streets (not the Harnden 
Tavern, but on a hill, further 
back). Dummer had been a 
sugar planter in the West Indies 
and moved to Wilmington with 
a large retinue of slaves, where, 
it would seem, he planned to 
live the life of a lord of the 
manor. He died in 1734 and was 
buried behind the church. His 
planned life of luxury did not 
last very long. 

Around three sides of the 
church building was a gallery, 
entered by stairways which 
ascended from near the pulpit, 
and, we are told, the center of 
this gallery, opposite the pulpit, 
was the choir loft, where sat 
the choir and the pipeman, the 


Silver Lake. DePasquale, who 
served as a Wilmington select- 
men, received: the very first 
annual Good Guy Award and 
owned and operated Rocco's 
Restaurant on Route 38, fished 
his whole life. As he got older 
and his health declined, it 
became difficult for him to find 
good spots to catch some fish at 
the lake. A handicapped-acces- 
sible fishing pier, he figured, 
would solve his problem and 
provide residents with a great 
spot to get bites. 

DePasquale took his idea to 
Representative James Miceli, 
who, alongside Senator Bruce 
Tarr, has spent the last few 
years guiding the pier through 
the state legislature, at one 
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individual who blew on a pipe, 
to give the choir its pitch. 

Today (1954) the choir is the 
pride of its church and well 
might it be. Credit for the 
choir’s. excellence goes to a 
modest assistant professor of 
organic chemistry at 
Northeastern University, 
Robert Shepard of Lake Street, 
and in its excellence lies a story 
well worth the telling. 

During the last century or so, 
since the -introduction of an 
organ in the Congregational 
Church, the choir has always 
been under the direction of the 
organist. In a small church, 
there could be no alternative,

Maple Meadow Landfill 


State halts soil 
importation

WILMI IN - The 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(DEP) has stepped in a put a 
halt to any further importation 
of soils to the Maple Meadow 
Landfill near the border of 
Woburn on Main Street. An 
exception has been made for 
vegetative layer materials. 

October 25, 2003 was the date 
originally projected to be the 
last day for fill to be brought to 


the landfill by the 
chusetts Environmental 
ociat Inc. However, 


trucks were seen delivering fill 
material to the site throughout 
the month of December 2003. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
sent a letter to the Associate 
Commission. of the DEP in 
January and voiced the com- 
munity's displeasure. 

“Trucks hauling materials 
have been reported by property 
abutters and other town resi- 
dents,” Caira wrote. “AS 
recently as December 29, 2003, 
(Wilmington's) Assistant 
Director of Planning and 
Conservation, Robert Douglas, 
observed and photographed 
three trucks importing materi- 


al to the landfill site.” 


In his letter, Caira stated that 
Wilmington has repeatedly 
requested updated figures 
relating to the tonnage of [ill 
brought to the site, but had 


received none since October 9 


During an October 7, 2003 


meeting between the 
Wilmington Department of 
Health, the Department of 
Planning & Cons ation, 
Steven Lipman of DEP, and 
Patrick Hannon of 
Massachusetts Environmental 


Associates (MEA), it was esti 
mated by Hannon that approxi- 
mately 700 tons of material 
would be permitted to enter (he 


site. It was agreed that com- 
pletion of the importation 
should be achieved as of 
October 25, 2003. 

Hannon follewed up with an 


email to Lipman on October 9, 
stating, “Steve, we are dawn.to 
1,121 tons!!!” 

Hannon's estimate was later 
recanted, in a letter to Lipman 
dated January 5, 2004, as noth- 
ing more than a “guess-timate” 
that he quoted from memory

When you contact the 
company by phone to claim the 
prize , the scam artists will tell 
you that your are required to 
pay a “processing fee” and 
pre ‘e you to give out your 
credit card number. Don’t do 
it 

Foreign Lotteries: These are 
illegal. A federal statute pro- 
hibits mailing payments to pur- 
chase any ticket, share or 
chance in a foreign lottery. 
Except for state-owned and 
operated lotteries, federal law 
prohibits sending lottery mate. 
Most, if 
not all, foreign lottery come- 
ons sent to U.S. addresses are 
bogus. They don’t come from 
foreign government agencies or 
licensees. Instead, they come 
from con artists who take your 
money and ‘give you nothing in 
return. 

Pyramid schemes: In c 
pyramid schemes, participants 


“attempt to make money solely 


by recruiting new participants 
into the program. The hall- 
mark of these schemes is the 
promise of sky-high returns in 
a short period of time for-doing 
nothing other than handing 
over your money and getting 
others to do the same. Don't 
waste your money. Eventually 
the pyramid will collapse, tak- 
ing with it your money. 
Investment fraud. schemes: 
Whether they're selling bogus 
securities, commodities or oil 
wells, fraudulent investment 
promoters try to get you to 
invest money - lots of it. They 
will promise you either a large 
increase in the value of your

Are you 
promised an unusually high 
rate of return or interest pay- 
ment on your capital? Are you 
pressured to make a decision 
because new investment units 
“are selling fast?” 

Work at home schemes: Con 
artists know that working at 
home is an attractive alterna- 
tive for many. That's why they 
place such ads. Beware! Work 
at home schemes will not guar- 
antee regular salaried employ- 
ment. They will require you to 
invest your money before you 
learn how a plan works of 
before you are sent instruc- 
tions. Always suspect any ad 
claiming you can earn unusual- 
ly high income with little or no 
effort on your part. 

They said there are many 
other mail fraud schemes 
including identify theft, travel 
schemes, chain letters, insur- 
ance fraud, medical fraud and 
false billing. 

“Just remember, if it sounds 
too good to be true, it probably 
is,” they cautioned consumers.

Dear Editor: 

I was very disappointed to 
read the recent column from 
Kevin Anderson in your paper 
in which he described non-resi- 
dent construction workers 
showing up at board meetings 
as "disgusting." So, I think it is 
important that we get the facts 
straight. 

Yes, there were a few con- 
struction workers who attended 
these meetings in support of 
the Mills project. And, yes a 
couple of these non-residents 
have even spoken at the meet- 
ings in support of the Mall. 
Most notably, Brian Sanford, 
president of the Merrimack 
Valley Building Trades Council, 
spoke to the Board to describe 
the need for construction jobs 
in the area. As president, Mr. 
Sanford represents all of the 
unionized building trades work- 
ers in the area. 

But, the vast majority of 
those laborers, bricklayers, 
plumbers, electricians, 
painters, carpenters, iron work- 
ers etc. who have attended 
these and spoke at these meet- 
ings are like myself residents of 
‘Yewksbury. Under the current 
economy, the — construction 
industry is experiencing a 15% 
unemployment rate in this part 
of the state. If the town of 
Tewksbury approves of this 
project, it will generate 1,500 to 
2.000 jobs during construction 


with resulting wages in excess 
of $80 million. After the mall is 
completed, it will generate an 
additional 2200 permanent and 
part-time jobs with annual 
wages of over $40 million. 

But as a member of 
Bricklayers Local Union 1 and 
a resident of Tewksbury, jobs 
alone would not be a sufficient 
reason for me to support this 
project. This project has been 
well designed so that traffic to 
and from the Mall will come 
right off of 193 and not through 
the town streets. In addition, 
the project will generate over 
$3 million of tax revenue to the 
town each year. Is there any- 
one who really believes that the 
town could not use the addi- 
tional tax revenue? 

So let's get the facts straight. 
A same small group of folks, 
mostly abutters to the Perkins 
property, have been attending 
these meetings and voicing 
their opposition. While the vast 
majority of people in our com- 
munity that I have talked to 


“recognize that this is a wonder-

Too cold for a walk? 
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Pets still need outdoor activity 


The harsh winter this year 
can be hard on pets. Sub-zero 
wind chills and heavy snow 
mean few opportunities for 
outdoor exercise. But while 
the weatherman is urging 
everyone to “Stay indoors”, 
Scruffy is scratching at the 
door to get out for his daily 
walk. 


Many large, longhaired 
breeds of dogs, including 
Huskies, Malamutes, 
Sheepdogs and _ Bernese 
Mountain dogs, actually crave 
the snow and will enthusiasti- 
cally bury their faces and feet 
in search of new or familiar 
scents, says Jennifer Hill of 
the Canine Fence Company. 


Longhaired breeds and 
those who require lots of 
activity, such as Rottweilers, 
Labrador and German 
Shepherd can become frus- 
trated when confined indoors. 
They develop _ seasonal 
depression or “cabin fever”, 
which can lead to behavior 
problems ranging from “acci- 


dents” in the house to exces- 
sive barking to chewing on 
the furniture. 

Weight problems can also 
develop when pets are denied 
regular exercise, notes Hill. 
Dogs who sleep all day long 
may suddenly develop energy 
to burn at 2 a.m. 

Hill recommends keeping 
pets active and content in the 
winter by installing an elec- 
tronic pet containment sys- 
tem. “It lets pet owners stay 
warn and dry indoors, while 
their pets romp safely out- 
side,” explains Hill. 

The system works by send- 
ing out a radio signal that 
defines the boundaries of the 
pet’s “safe area.” The dog 
wears a special computerized 
collar that gives him an audi- 
ble reminder to turn back 
when he approaches the 
boundary. According to the 
specialist at The Canine 
Fence Company, which serves 
pet owners in New York, New 
Jersey and all of New 
England, the Invisible Fence 
system provides a safe, reli- 
able barrier that a pet can’t 
jump over, dig under, or cross 
over. 

Hill stresses the importance 
of keeping pets safe in severe 
weather by limiting outdoor 
time each day. “Letting him 
out to romp for a short time, 
twice a day, is preferable 
when it’s very cold. And, 
always keep an eye on your 
pet when he’s out of doors.” 

Also, say the experts at 
Canine Fence, pet owners 
should provide extra food and 
water for dogs that are spend- 
ing time outside, and consider 
putting a sweater on smaller 
breeds or those without thick 
fur (such as Beagles, 
Dobermans, and Dal- 
matians).

and for generations, the lady or 
fan who has been playing the 
organ at worship services has, 
from’ time to time, waved a 
"band at the choir, in an effort to 
lead it 

Results were not as bad as 
Inight be expected, but in spite 
of the efforts of the organists, 
“they were never as good as they 
gould have been. It was a dis- 
couraging effort for the organ- 
ists, and required that individ- 
ual to have the patience of Job, 
combined with the salesman- 
ship of Barnum, to keep the 
choir members in a happy 
frame of mind, and to persuade 
them to remain in the small 
Broup. 

To keep a choir going under 
‘such circumstances was always 
difficult, and many a tale can 
be told by choir members, sto- 
ries and jokes about the efforts 
to keep going. One of these 
jokes, that is prevalent in every 
choir, is that there is the 
“Wednesday Choir” and the 
“Sunday Choir,” for it happens 
that those members who were 
able to come to practice on 
Wednesday were unable to get 
to church on Sunday, and vice 
versa, babysitting and other 
problems always intervening. 

For a number of years, the 
choir of the Congregational 
Church was under the direction 
of Mrs. George Kambour, who 
struggled with keeping the 
choir together, directing it and 
playing the organ, all at the 
same time. The people of the 
church were proud of their 
choir and didn’t realize the dif- 
ficulties that Mrs. Kambour 
was forever surmounting in her 
search for more singers and for 
baby-sitters to -sit: in the 
singers’ homes while they prac- 
ticed at the home of their direc- 
tor, on Glen Road, near the 
church. Mrs. Kambour did a 
very fine job, but then in 
September 1951, she had to 
leave when husband, the high 
school principal, accepted a 


position in the western part of 
the state. ~ 

The usual period of travail on 
the part of the church was 
resolved when Mrs. Talbot 
Emery took over as choir direc- 
tor. Mrs. Emery had quite a bit 
of experience as an organist 
and choir director in Woburn, 
in Ballardvale, and elsewhere. 
Now she took over the direction 
of the choir of her own church. 
Among the members of the 
choir was Robert Shepard, 
tenor, a brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Emery. Shepard had recently 
moved to Wilmington and had 
immediately been recruited for 
the choir by Mrs. Kambour. He 
was the first tenor that the 
choir had had in some time. 
Mrs. Emery eventually had to 
leave, when she transferred to a 
Stoneham Church, and again, 
the Wilmington Congregational 
Church was “up against it.” 
Where to get someone who 
could play the organ and direct 
the choir at the same time? 

What seemed to be misfor- 
tune, in that no one could be 
found, became a blessing in dis- 
guise. Miss Janet Gomes, a 
pianist of excellent reputation, 
was prevailed upon to become 
the organist, but she thought 
that transferring from piano to 
an organ was hard enough, 
without adding to the problem 
by trying to direct the choir, 
too. 

Robert Shepard was asked if 
could direct the choir. Thus, by 
the fortune of circumstances, 
the Congregational Church 
finally arrived at the point 
where it had a separate choir 
director. But how good a for- 
tune this was did not become 
immediately recognized. 


.. Bob Shepard's abilities soon 


made themselves felt, however. 
His knowledge of music was far 
above the ordinary, and under 
his direction, the choir grew, 
not only in competence, but in 
volume, for new residents of 
Wilmington heard of his abili- 


ties and began to attend the 
practice sessions. From one 
new subdivision, Hathaway 
Acres, about a dozen persons 
came, looked, and joined. Not 
every person shows up, either 
on Wednesdays or Sundays, but 
there are always about 16 mem- 
bers, well-trained, for a Sunday 
morning, a full choir with a 
half dozen sopranos, five altos, 
two tenors and four or five 
basses. The number of men in 
the choir is remarkable, and 
there are times when the choir 
loft is really full. If everyone 
shows up, there are eight sopra- 
nos, five altos, four tenors and 
seven basses. 

Shepard’s direction leaves 
nothing to be desired, for he is 
a perfectionist. He drills the 
members incessantly, insisting 
on faultless tone and control, 
and he is never satisfied until 
each song can be sung a capel- 
la, and perfectly. He will keep 
choir members at practice for 
hours, and they love it, for they 
all acknowledge his compe- 
tence. 

Shepard was born in Turkey, 
in a town named Gaziantep, in 
the southern part, near the 
Syrian border and the 
Euphrates River, where his 
parents were serving as mis- 
sionaries. His father, Dr. Lorrin 
Shepard, had been born in the 
same town, for Bob’s grandfa- 
ther had been one of the origi- 
nal medical missionaries to 


Turkey, sent out by the 
American Board of the 
Congregational Church. 


When he was two years old, 
Bob “returned” to the United 
States with his parents on a fur- 
lough, after which the Shepard 
family went to Istanbul, where 
Dr. Shepard beeame the direc- 
tor of the American Hospital, 
now known as the Admiral 
Bristol Hospital. 

Bob spent most of his child- 
hood in Istanbul, attending the 
American Community School 
and Robert Academy, the 


preparatory department of 
Robert College. A scholarship 
at Deerfield Academy called 
him back to the United States, 
but before entering he studied 
for a short time in Boothbay 
Harbor High School. After 
Deerfield, he went on to Yale, 
where he was awarded a BS in 
chemistry in 1944, graduating 
with honors, and was elected to 
the honors society for chemists, 
Alpha Chi Sigma. He spent a 
year and a half on a project at 
Oak Ridge, Tennessee, which 
has since become fairly well- 
known. He was simultaneously 
an enlisted man, in the United 
States Army. 

Bob's family had no idea of 
the work he was doing, but they 
understood, the day of 
Hiroshima. After his service in 
the Army, he returned to Yale 
as a graduate student and full- 
time instructor, and earned his 
PhD in organic chemistry. Now 
a professor at Northeastern 
University and married to the 
former Eugenia Melzar, Bob 
lives with his family on Lake 
Street. Northeastern 
University, without a doubt, is 
happy to have such an out- 
standing chemist on its staff, 
but the Congregational Church 
Choir feels that it is the real 
beneficiary of his talents, for 
with Bob Shepard as its direc- 
tor, it-has gone far, and will 
undoubtedly go much farther. 


Editor's note, 2004: Bob and 
Eugenia Shepard are still 
active members of the 
Boothbay Harbor

The couple first met in 


Boothbay Harbor, _Eugenia’s 
father, the late Harold Melzar 
of Wilmington, owned_a sum- 
mer place at Oak Point, near 
the Shepard farmhouse, where 
the Shepards now live. Bob 
retired from Northeastern 
University in 1986.

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Local soldier shows appreciation for care 
packages sent by seniors

TEWKSBURY - United States 
Army Ist Lieutenant Stephen 
Flanagan, a Tewksbury resident, 
was told that he could give his 
American flag to anyone he 
wanted. He chose to give it to 
the Tewksbury Senior Center in 
recognition of the tireless efforts 
by local seniors to honor and 
support the sons and daughters 
of Tewksbury who serve in 
harm's way in the United States 
military. 

Tewksbury’s Veterans Affair 
Officer, Jim Williams, put out 
the call months ago for dona- 
tions of items to be used in care 
packages to be sent to 
Tewksbury’s active servicemen 
and women currently stationed 
overseas. The folks at the 
‘Tewksbury Senior Center quick 
ly jumped into action. In addi- 
tion to donating items from a list 
created by Williams, seniors 
assembled the care packages 
and even raised nearly $1,000 for 
the cause by holding fundraising 
breakfasts. 

Those packages meant the 
world to Flanagan and his fellow 
soldiers. 

“They are the greatest genera: 
tion this country has ever 
known,” Williams said of 
Tewksbury’s seniors. “Here they 
are still carrying the bulk of the 
load.” 

Flanagan _ presented an 
American flag to the Senior 
Center during a ceremony on 
Friday, January 30. The flag 
came complete with a 
Certificate of Authenticity stat- 
ing that it had flown on 
December 25, 2003 over Camp 
NAMA, an American base in 
diraq used in the global war on 
terrorism. 

The seniors returned the favor 
by presenting Flanagan with a 
Tewksbury flag and Tewksbury t- 
shirts. Linda Brabant, the 
Director of the Council on Aging, 
estimated that at least 40 to 50 
seniors turned out for the cere-

“Our seniors are very patriotic

The recipient is 
chosen by school department 
heads. The scholarships are 
generally awarded to individuals 
excelling in areas of social stud 
ies. 

Miceli also knows Flanagan’s 
parents, whom he describes as 
good friends who are very active

Flanagan’s parents, Edward 
and Barbara, were surprised by 
the ceremony 

“I was flabbergasted,” said 
Barbara. “I thought Stephen 
would walk in and say thank- 
you, but this ended up being a 
very nice ceremony. Th a 
wonderful group at the Senior 
Center.

Stephen serves as an Army 
Ranger, but military service is 
definitely a family business for 
him.

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Silva moves in comfortably 
to Suffolk's line-up

Now a junior at Suffolk 
University, Wilmington native 
David Silva is moving to an 
apartment near the Museum of 
Science in Boston so he can be 

closer to school. 

Silva, who will live with 
teammates Bill Corcoran, Brett 
Belcastro and Kevin Sheppard, 
isn't just doing his moving 
down Interstate 93. He's also 
shaking things up for the 
Rams' hockey team. 

This season, the 21-year-old 
Silva has not only moved onto 
the Rams' second line - he's 
also become one of the team's 
top penalty killers and a mem- 
ber of Suffolk's No. 2 power- 
play squad. 

He's never more comfortable 
than when the Rams are short- 
handed. 

"That's my specialty," said 
the former St. John's Prep 
standout about penalty-kill situ- 
ations. "It's good for doing 
what you want because there's 
so much open ice and you can 
take more chances. 

"Anytime there's skating 
involved, .a race for the puck, 
I'm usually right there." 

At just 5-foot-7, 165 pounds, 
Silva uses speed as his No. 1 
weapon. 

"He gets to a lot of loose 
pucks some guys—wouldn't,” 
said Suffolk head coach Brian 
Horan. "And he actually helps 
(defensively) on the puck and 
he's able to fill the holes in 
terms of the passing anes." 

Silva found his speed when he 
first started skating with his 


dad at 4 years old. When he 
graduated from the Prep, he 
initially enrolled at 
Northeastern University. But 
NU didn't have the right type of 
law program for pursuing the 
type of studies he wanted to 
participate in. At the urging of 
his cousin and current Suffolk 
teammate Ricky Gigante, Silva 
- who's studying business law 
and wants to work for a finan- 
cial firm in Boston or even 
become a sports agent - trans- 
ferred to Suffolk. 

Six months had passed since 
Silva last skated, so he needed 
to shake the rust off when he 
first hit the ice in a Rams uni- 
form. 

"It took a while to get my 
skating back. But it's been all 
right since," said Silva. "There 
are a lot bigger defenseman 
and they're bigger and stronger 
(in college) so I had to get in 
the weight room and work out 
more." 

Said Horan: "He came in as a 
freshman and there was a little 
adjustment period. I don't think 
he expected the type of game 
that's played here at this level. 
It was just a matter of learning 
our system that we had in place 
as a coaching staff and just had 
to adjust his game." 

As a freshman, Silva played 
in 14 games and recorded three 
goals and five assists. He also 
picked up nine penalties for 26 
minutes. Sophomore year, Silva 
gave the Rams six goals and 
eight assists in 20 games and 
cut his penalty minutes to just 
eight for the entire season.

isn't.

1935 to May 7, 1957, During 
that time Lindblade notes that 
it traveled some 2.7 million 
miles, 

After its retirement from 
aetive service, the train was 
sent to the former Edaville 
Railroad Museum in Carver, 
Massachusetts. It was on dis- 
play at that site for close to 33 
years, 

However, the Museum went 
out of business for a period of 
time during the 1990s and the 
train was left unattended until 
1997. At that time it was 
acquired by the restoration 
Group and brought to the 
Claremont and Concord 
Railroad Yards in Claremont, 
New Hampshire. 

This is where the train sits 
today undergoing a massive 
restoration project designed to 
restore it-to its former glory. 
Once the train is complete, the 
group plans to bring it on a 
national tour as an educatiénal 
project 

Lindblade said, “The mis- 
sion is to restore the train to 
operational condition, as close 
to original as possible, while 
meeting modern (railway con- 
struction) codes.” 

Much of the trains expected 
operation would be along rail 
lines owned by the State of 
New Hampshire. It is expected 
to be housed in Concord. 
During the winter months the 
train will be open as a museum 
and will be open for visiting 
student groups. 

To date, over $2 million has 
been spent on the project. This 
has come from some federal 
grants but the majority of the 
money has been from private 
donations. 

According to Lindblade, The 
Morrell Family Fund has pro- 
vided much of the backing for 
che restoration. However, the 
group is looking for new fund- 
tg to complete the restora- 
tions, 

“We don't have enough 
money to finish the train,” 
Lindblade said. “We hope to 
resume work in the spring. At 
this time the train is about 60 
percent complete.” 

He added, “The estimated 
costs increased because we 


have opted to restore the train 
to Amtrak standards. 

Once the train is restored it 
will serve as an icon to 


“American Ingenuity.” 
Lindblade explained that con- 
cept and the eventual construc- 
tion of the original Flying 
Yankee and its two sisters 
came toward the end of the 
Great Depression when 
“times were tough.” The 
Yankee is the last of the three 
trains still in reparable condi- 
tion. 

He noted, “It was a time of 
20 percent unemployment. 
People were wondering if 
democracy was working.” 

However, in he mid-30’s 
America came back to life. The 
Rockefeller family invested in 
the construction of the 
Rockefeller Center and the 
construction of the three trains 
represented that kind of effort 
for the rai] industry. 

It was also the sign of the 
culmination of steam power 
and the start of diesel electric 
power in rail services. 

Prior to the construction of 
the Yankee, the Cleveland, 
Ohio based Winton Engine 
Company used there electric 
engines to power yard switch- 
ers. 

“This was the first success- 
ful operation of diesel electric 
power,” Lindblade said. “One 


of the last steam engines was - 


built in 1935, the year the 
engine for the Flying Yankee 
was completed.” 

It was discovered that the 
design was powerful enough 
for high-speed travel using a 
lighter weight body on the 
train's components, A fuel 
injection device was also devel- 
oped to make the engine more 
efficient. 

“This was not just a train,” 
Lindblade said, “but a com- 
plete re-look of design.” 

It is the innovative design of 
the train and its part that are 
causing the problems now, 
Many of the parts are not 
available and have to be manu- 
factured by hand. 

A statement on the 
Restoration group’s website 
(www. flyingyankee.com) 
noted; “The train is owned by 


the State of New Hampshire, 
and the Flying Yankee 
Restoration Group, a nonprofit 
organization, has the responsi- 
bility for restoring the equip- 
ment and planning its opera- 
tion as a fully operating his- 
toric train. 

“The restoration is more 
than half complete, but has 
taken longer than anticipated 
due to the unique nature of the 
equipment and the many com- 
ponents that are difficult to 
repair or replace. 

“The Restoration Group 
looks forward to completing 
the restoration with an accel- 
erated construction program 
and launching the Flying 
Yankee on its mission of eco- 
nomic development and educa- 
tion while representing the 
state of New Hampshire. 

“To reach this goal addition- 
al funds will be required. To 
date, the restoration has been 
a public-private partnership 
with the state and private 
financing. 

“The Flying Yankee 
Restoration Group is develop- 
ing a fundraising program, 
which is bolstered with the 
recent Trains magazine 
Preservation award for 2003 
that underscores the signifi- 
cance of the restoration. 

“To move into the next 
phase of the restoration, the 
group will seek interest from 
selected companies to com- 
plete the restoration. They 
plan to keep the project within 
the state of New Hampshire, 
however, so that residents.can 
watch the progress as the train 
nears completion. 

“Progress reports will be 
posted on the Flying Yankee 
web site, 
wwwilyingyankee.com.” 

Lindblade said that the 
group has received quite a bit 
of financial support and exper- 
tise from several 
Massachusetts based groups 
such as the Mystic Valley 
Railway Historical Society; 
Boston and Maine Railroad 
Historical Society; Boston 
Chapter of the National 
Railroad Historical Society; 
and the Mass Bay Railroad 
Enthusiasts.
